Ones Being Made.

The director of the United States 


.eologjeal survey says that the topo- 
.rapliic branch this summer has sev- 
•uty surveying parties In the field. 
"hese parties are conducting surveys 
ud securing the necessary data for 
naps of different sections of thirty- 
three states and territories, says a 
Washington dispatch to tbe New York 
Tribune. 
When at the close of the 


tield season this material is worked 
up and placed in the bands of the 
printer, it will be embodied in about 
a honclred topographic maps, which 
will represent approximately 32,000 
square miles of country, an area near- 
ly as large as that of Xew England 
without the state of Maine. The sur- 
\ eys are made with great care, and the 
resulting maps are models of the car- 
togiapher's art in beauty of finish and 
precision and accuracy of detail. 


One of the interesting and useful fea- 


tures of these maps is their expression 
of the relief or contour of the surface. 
To accomplish this lines are drawn 
through points of equal elevation at 
regular intervals of ten, twenty, fifty 
or a hundred feet, according as the 
country is flat or rugged, and from 
tiiese lines, known as "contours," it is 
possible, by noting- whether they lie 
near together or distant on the map, 
to read clearly the shapes and slopes 
of the hills, the extent of the valleys 


I .'.nd their altitudes abo\e sea level. 
This feature greatly adds to their 
value for engineers, tourists and oth- 
ers, to whom an accurate knowledge 
of the topography is of importance. 


For the convenience of those desir- 


ing detailed information regarding its 
maps the geological survey distributes 
on application small index sheets or 
folders for the different states, which 
show by a system of small rectangles 
stamped on a key map the exact ter- 
ritory surveyed, and mapped in each 
«ud also the scale of miles, tbe names, 
areas and other facts of interest con- 
nected with tha published maps.

PHILIPPINE TARIFF 


Collection Cost is Hardly Paid by the Amount of 


Receipts For Duties. 


Washington, Sept. 2—Surprising re- 


sults are reflected in the compilation 
cf tariff returns 
on goods imported 


from the Philippine islands during the 
first five months of the operation of 
the Philippine tariff act, approved on 
March 8 last. 


Under that act 75 per cent of the 


Dmgley rates were to be collected on 
Philipppine imports into the United

increased business means a larger field 
of employment and a greater demand 
for workmen; Mie greater the demand 
for workmen and the fewer men there 
are idle, the less competition will there 
be for places and the easier will it be 
to get an increase of wages, and high- 
er wages brings a still further increase 
of consumption, for it is an unques- 
tioned fact that the rnoie money the 
workingmen have rhe more they will 
spend. It is this increased consump-

His studies have been wide and va- 
ried, and he is In the broadest sense a 
scholar. He has not read merely for 
the sake of reading-, but for knowledge 
and ability that he might make him- 
self useful. 


As a magistrate lie has shown much 


learning and profound thinking. His 
opinions, which run through the last 
forty volumes of the Massachusetts re- 
ports, are expressed in a fine literary 
style which is peculiarly his own and 
occasionally sparkle with wit. His 
opinions are almost always brief, and 
they are prepared with great celerity. 


Judge Holmes is of a pleasant man- 


ner and courteous. He is quite tall, 
with an erect, slender figure, and is 
very fond of walking as an exercise. 
It has been his custom for years, when 
the weather permitted, to walk from 
his home in the famous house on the 
Charles river side of Beacon street. 
Boston, where he lived with his father, 
to his office in the court building. He 
is very democratic and genial.

Oftentimes 
a friend would be passing him without 
being aware of the fact, but Judge 
Holmes in his winning way would 
seize hold of his hand and not aJlow 
him to get by until he hud spoken a 
few pleasant words.
